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On Saturday, December 6, 1984, the Town of East Bridgewater joy- 
fully celebrated Its first “Christmas on the Common.” During the morn- 
Ing, townspeople representing local organizations, decorated Christmas 
trees which encircled the bandstand. 


Later, despite the cold weather, a brass choir played festive music 
and judges presented prizes for the most imaginative and beautitul trees. 
Young people roamed through the crowd serving hot cider. Truly a com- 
munity effort, more than thirty organizations and town departments were 
involved in the festivities which were conceived and produced by Cari 
W. Eastman. 


Finally, while hundreds of cold, but enthusiastic, townspeople 
watched: hundreds of tiny white lights instantly turned a twenty-five 
foot Colorado Spruce into the official Town Christmas tree. Donated by 
the family of Grace Curley Eastman, the tree was moved from the former 
Forge Pond Schoolhouse (now the residence of Cari W. Eastman). 


The cheers and applause from the crowd expressed pleasure and 
pride, not only with the delightful Christmas celebration, but also with 
the fact that all the citizens of East Bridgewater can once again use 
and enjoy the historic property.

Account is authorized and a transfer of $20,000. of Federal Revenue Funds is authorized. 

Article 18: SUBSTITUTE MOTION—Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$36,000.- for the purchase of three (3) new Police Cruisers, and to meet said appropria- 
tion a transfer of $36,000.- from the Overlay Surplus Account is authorized. The Chief 
of Police is authorized, as part of the purchase contract, to dispose of Cars 203, 205 
and 206 by sale, trade or auction. All monies from the sale or auction of cruisers to 
be returned to the Town. 

Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $60,000.- 
for the purchase of (5) five Police Package Cruisers and to allow the Police Chief to 
dispose of (4) present police cruisers as trade-in toward the purchase price, and to meet 
said appropriation a transfer of $60,000.- from the Overlay Surplus Account be authoriz- 
ed, or take any action relative thereto. NOT A VOTE. (SUBSTITUTE MOTION) 

Article 21: SUBSTITUTE MOTION—Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$169,581.- to be applied against the Fiscal 1985 Tax Rate, and to meet said appropria- 
tion a transfer from Free Cash is authorized.

The Board of Selectmen herewith submit to you our Annual Report of progress 
and major actions throughout the year. 

Upon reorganization of the Board in April, proposed priorities for the coming year 
were discussed; our priorities as agreed, are as follows:

Pursuit in Tax Title field 

Negotiations with all Departments 
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Some of the areas which the Board has successfully addressed this year have been, 
viz: continue to pursue the clean-up of the Matfield River; the appointment of Marilyn 
M. Mondeau and Robert E. Lundberg as Coordinators of the Federal Revenue Han- 
dicapped Compliance Program; the completion of a financial analysis of the Town which 
gave the Board vital information on our overall financial condition; and the clean-up 
of the Town Common, including the sale of buildings, trees, and shrubs. The first 
Christmas on the Common was held in December and the signing of a Grant Applica- 
tion for further restoration of our Common, has been completed. 

A major project which was dealt with this year, was the awarding and signing of 
a Final License for Cable T.V. for East Bridgewater, with Continental Cablevision of 
So. Mass. A special thank you is extended to the members of the Cable Television Study 
Committee for their many long hours of work which resulted in a satisfactory contract 
being finalized. 

Also the Board feels it has successfully resolved, in the best interest of the towns- 
people, the disposition of the Northern Disposal, Inc. agreement; an up-date of the Master 
Plan; applications for State Funded Grants; and the Washington Street reconstruction 
project. It is hoped that these matters will be finalized in the coming year. 

One other project initiated by this Board, was the meeting with Selectmen of area 
towns to discuss the possibility of regionalization of various departments, application 
for grants, and mutual cooperation between towns. In light of the many problems faced 
by area towns, due to Proposition 2'2, this may well be one of the most important steps 
we have taken. 

We ask for your continued input of ideas, thoughts, suggestions and methods that 
we can study and utilize to make our town government function more cost effeiciently 
and effectively. Your attendance at our meetings are always welcomed and we sincerely 
urge all voters to attend all Town Meetings. 

Last but not least, the Board of Selectmen sincerely appeciate the efforts of Kenneth

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Report of the Board of Assessors 


At the Special Town Meeting held September 28, 1984, the Town voted to appropriate 
$58,500. for the purpose of hiring a professional appraisal firm to revalue the Town’s 
real estate in compliance with the State mandate. The Board of Assessors issued requests 
for proposals, to which they received twelve replies. Seven firms were interviewed and 
the Jerome Appraisal Company of East Providence, Rhode Island, was awarded the 
contract in the amount of $58,500. Preliminary reports began November 1, 1984, and 
Field Work began January 1, 1985, on the Revaluation of all Town property—real and 
personal—for the fiscal year 1986. 

During the past year there have been two cases before the Appellate Tax Board; 
with one being ruled in favor of the Town and one case pending involving the Hallmark

There are several subdivisions in various stages of the permit process at this time. 
These activities will lead to a substantial increase in residential construction in the next 
year or two. 

As construction of new buildings continues in Town the contact and exchange of 
information between the Board of Health, Planning Board, Board of Appeals, Conser- 
vation Commission and Building Department becomes more and more important. 

At present, the records and reports of each committee or Board are located in various 
offices and locations which does not lead to a smooth well organized operation. 

I realize that presently, the fiscal constraints on the Town will not allow a centraliza- 
tion and coordination of these various permit granting Boards. However, I feel that 
this issue must be addressed in the near future. 

I again thank the Town Boards, Committees and Departments for their continued 
cooperation and support.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater, the 
Conservation Commission submits its report for 1984. 

The Commission being responsible for the proper protection of the Wetlands in 
East Bridgewater has had a very busy year as East Bridgewater has over forty percent 
wetlands. We received many Notices of Intent and issued Orders of Conditions for same, 
also requests for Determination of Applicability, issued Certificates of Compliance and 
Cease and Desist Orders. Many complaints of possible violations of Wetlands Protec- 
tion Act were resolved after inspection by the Commission. 

The Commission has felt for some time that there should be someplace on Robin’s 
Pond that the citizens of the town could use for fishing, swimming, etc. To that end 
we have been purchasing parcels of land in the area as they became available. This year 
we purchased a sizable piece of land in the Robinwood Shores area on Robin’s Pond. 
We now feel we have sufficient land in this area to establish a recreation facility. There 
is still considerable planning and work to be done before this recreation area becomes 
a reality and the Commission will be asking other departments for assistance in developing 
this project. 

We wish to thank Alan Radcliffe for his gift of land to the Commission in the Robin- 
wood Shores area. Also would like to extend our appreciation to Brewster Fuller for 
all the extra time and effort that he has given to the Conservation Commission in help- 
ing with their engineering problems. 

The Commission was sorry that Loretta Ring, due to other commitments, could 
not continue on as a member and we wish to thank her for all the time and effort she 
gave to the Commission.

Report of the Common Committee

The Common Committee is pleased to report the following activities and progress 
made throughout the year 1984. The Committee has met regularly throughout the year 
to accomplish our many tasks. 


1. Russell Wheatley & Co. was engaged to prepare a base plan map of the Common 
property. 
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The Girl Scouts conducted a clean-up day on April 7, and for this fine community 
effort, they received National recognition from the Colgate Help Young America 
project. 

A series of auctions and sales were held in May and June to dispose of shrubbery 
and materials not needed for the Common restoration. Mr. James Lorrey donated 
his services as Auctioneer for the sale which was organized by Mr. Carl W. ‘‘Pete’’ 
Eastman and the Committee. The sale produced $3272.00. 

The bandstand was repaired by Mr. Wallace Brotherton who made the new parts 
for the railings with the cooperation of the School Department, and by Mr. August 
Dube of the Tree Department. 

Mr. Richard Lewis of Elm Street painted the bandstand as a public service gesture. 
He donated the materials and labor. The Committee expresses its thanks for a job 
well done. 

Mr. Brewster Fuller met with the Committee and offered his services to the Town. 
He has prepared a fine plan for the restoration of the Common. His services have 
been most valuable to the Committee. 


. Coots Brothers of Harvard Street were engaged to do the cleaning up of the Com- 


mon. They regraded, reseeded and stock piled materials for future use. 


. The Highway Department bulldozed and covered two old foundations and swept 


the parking lots throughout the summer. 


. The Water Department installed a new bubbler.and water outlet on the Common 


and helped with rubbish cleanup and the bandstand project. 

The Tree Department helped with the cleanup of the Common. Seven new maple 
trees and one large white ash tree were placed on the Common from the Town 
Nursery by the Tree Department and Allenby Tree Service. This same team 
transplanted the Christmas Tree from the ‘‘Pete’’ Eastman property to its place 
on the Common. 


Events held on the Common in 1984: 
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. Easter sunrise services were held. 


Memorial Day services were held for the first time since the Town purchased the 
Common. 

The Lions Club held a Senior Citizens’ barbeque in June. 

A series of 8 band concerts were held on Thursday evenings during July and August 
by the South Shore Concert Band. 

The Air Force Reserve Band performed on the Common on July 31. 

The Music Parents and Viking Sports Parents held an all day ‘‘Olde Tyme Festival’’ 
in September. 

A road race was sponsored by St. John’s Parish in November. 

The first annual Christmas on the Common program was held on December 8, with 
the lighting of the Town Christmas Tree highlighting the day. 


Donations were received from several citizens in the amount of $115, from a church, 


$20 and the Lions Club donated a new flag pole and 3 park benches to be used in the 
restoration project, this sum amounting to $3525. 


In April, Mr. Vincent Latlippe resigned and was replaced by Mr. Carl W. Eastman. 
In May the Committee was notified of a new State Program which was to become 


available to Cities and Towns in the Commonwealth, making available up to $7,000,000 
for as many as 50 communities chosen through accepted grant applications for purchases 
and restoration of Commons and Squares. 


Your Committee, already underway with such goals, applied for one of these grants. 
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Through the efforts of the Committee, Mr. Eastman, Coordinator; Mr. Fuller, Land- 
scape Architect; Mr. Frank Mahar, of the Old Colony Planning Council; State Senator 
Edward Kirby; Former Representative Allan Chiocca; Richard Alexander, Chairman 
of the Common Committee; Sandra Goode, Edna Whitmore and August Dube, Jr., 
we have successfully been accepted for the first phase of the grant proposal. The Select- 
men and Committee received notification of the acceptance on December 6, 1984 from 
Willa Small Kuh, Program Director for the Division of Environmental Management. 
East Bridgewater is one of 40 projects chosen from 130 applicants to file phase 2 of 
the program. 

Phase 2 must be filed by March 20, 1985, if successful the grant period will be from 
April 1, 1985 through September 1986. The grant East Bridgewater has applied for 
amounts to $395,000. 

The Common Committee wishes to thank the Board of Selectmen, their secretaries, 
the School Committee, Water Department, Library, Building Inspector Robert Lund- 
berg, and Mr. Eugene Fortier and the Tree Department for their great help and coopera- 
tion during this year. Thanks also go to the concerned citizens and organizations for 
their support and cooperation, especially during the grant period.

Report of the Fire Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
The following is my report for the year 1984: 


The 795 responses were as follows:

Ambulance fees and home smoke detector inspection charges amount to an estimated 
$25,000.00 each year. 

Outdoor burning dates remain as in the past, January 15 through May Ist. Burning 
is allowed by permit only. This department issued 472 permits and 782 renewals in 1984. 

Apparatus of this department remains in generally acceptable condition with the 
exception of Ladder #1 and the ambulance. 

This department will be presenting three articles at our annual town meeting. The 
first will be for funds for Ladder #1, to purchase and install a new motor and automatic 
transmission, brake work, ladder stress test and any additional work to restore this vehicle 
to the condition of a safe and dependable piece of apparatus, thus extending its life ex- 
pectancy a number of years. The second article will be for funds to purchase a new am- 
bulance. Our present ambulance will be eight years old in March. Money for this pur- 
chase is available in our Reserved for Ambulance Operation Account. The third article 
will be for funds to purchase a rescue truck. At present, all rescue equipment is carried 
on Ladder #1. This proposed vehicle would carry all rescue equipment of this depart- 
ment, water, foam, be equipped with a generator for lights and tools, and made capable 
of towing our rescue boat and trailer. It would also have an electric winch and other 
miscellaneous tools for efficient rescue operations. 

The cooperation and assistance of the Board of Selectmen, Town Departments, 
Finance Committee, our Department Clerk, EMT’s, Firefighter’s, Building Inspector 
and citizens is greatly appreciated. Without it this department could not give the service 
it does.

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911 Feasibility Study Committee 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

This Committee, appointed by the Selectmen as directed by vote of Town Meeting, 
has held many meetings in an effort to arrive at the most feasible method of handling 
Emergency Calls to our Police and Fire Departments. 

We have investigated all possibilities for ‘‘911’’ Emergency telephone service. A 
great deal of information has been gathered during the course of our investigation in- 
cluding a visit to our local telephone office for a look at the mechanics of our present 
system and to see what is involved in changing to ‘‘911.’’ We also had a lengthy and 
informative meeting with Mr. Bob Kellie of the Telephone Company. 

It is the opinion of this Committee that there are three options open to the Town. 
They are as follows: 


Committee’s Choice: 
A— Leave the present emergency numbers as they are. 


Alternatives: 

1— Install ‘‘Basic 911’’ service which would leave approximately 600 people who 
do not have 378 numbers unable to utilize the 911 service. This would take 
approximately two and a half years to engineer and install at the local office. 
The cost of this system would be minimal with the telephone company absorb- 
ing most of it. The present numbers would be left intact for the 600 people 
within ‘‘Foreign Exchanges.”’ 

2— Wait to see if the county institutes ‘‘Enhanced 911’’ on a county-wide basis. 
**E-911’’ is a computerized system offering many capabilities for faster response 
to emergencies. However, the cost of such a system is prohibitive unless in- 
stituted on a county-wide basis. The County Commissioners are presently study- 
ing the possibility of such a system in Plymouth County. This system, if in- 
stituted, would take approximately five years to engineer and install. 


It is the opinion of this Committee that further study is not necessary. The final 
decision rests with the Town as to which option is chosen. The members of the Commit- 
tee wish to offer their continued service to you for answers to any questions you may 
have until we are disbanded by the Board of Selectmen or Town Meeting vote.

The Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

During 1984 the agency has continued to provide the full range of services to the 
citizens of East Bridgewater. Besides nursing, therapy and supportive services to those 
recently discharged from the hospital, we have provided blood pressure, blood sugar 
and flu clinics to residents. A Well Child Clinic has been added this year in cooperation 
with the Bridgewater Nusing Association to assist mothers of young children in obtain- 
ing health screening and teaching. On an ongoing basis the agency also does free health 
counseling and screening, communicable disease follow-up, newborn visits and provides 
other supportive care to the severely disabled.

As before a loan closet is still maintained at the agency. A beeper and answering 
service was also added this year to increase patients access to the nurses on call. These 
items and many others are made possible through donations made to the East Bridgewater 
Public Health Nursing Association. 

Over $85,000 was returned to the Town for fiscal year 83-84 from 3rd party billing. 
With the support of our financial consultants we hope to maintain our excellent finan- 
cial standing. 

Despite the continued Medicare cutbacks of the past year which has limited the ex- 
tent of some of our patients’ benefits we have made a special effort to provide total 
patient care. Close cooperation with the Veterans’ Service has helped to obtain benefits 
for those families of Veterans’ especially in need. 

By 1985, with the onset of the hospital DRG system we expect to see even sicker 
patients in the community.

Report of the Co-ordinator of Elderly Affairs 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
As Co-ordinator of Elderly Affairs for the Town of East Bridgewater, the main 
purpose is to help the elderly with their problems through information and referral. 
The programs I cover: Co-ordinator of Senior Citizens Club, and Co-ordinator 
of Volunteers, health and blood pressure clinics, free legal aid, transportation, friendly 
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visits (at home and in the hospital), Self Help, doing fuel applications, distributing Federal 
surplus food every 2 months, telephone reassurance calls. 

I also assisted with financial problems, such as Social Security, and Supplemental 
Social Security, Medicare, and Medicaid, and Blue Cross and Blue Shield. 

At the present time, I have one part time Senior Aid, and 28 Volunteers who are 
helping. The Volunteers have contributed many hours this past year. 

With the financial help of the Council on Aging and money through a state grant, 
I am able to hold Craft Class meetings once a month at the Seniors Meeting Room in 
the Library. 

Meals-on-Wheels are delivered five days a week to shut-ins, and to keep people in 
their homes. 

I have also secured the services of Dr. Clayman (Podiatrist), who comes once a 
month to our Community Hall. His services are excellent and really appreciated. 

My office is located at the Community Hall (Housing for the Elderly) 38 Riddell 
Road, and I would welcome hearing from any Senior Citizen who might want to con- 
tact me—telephone 378-7975. 

I also wish to express my thanks for the help I have received from the Selectmen 
and the Housing Authority.

In our past fiscal year O.C.E.S. served 141 elderly residents of East Bridgewater 
with Home Care Services which include those of Homemaker, Chore, Transportation 
for medical appointments and Home Delivered Meals. 


The total value of these services for that period was: $102,632. 


In addition to these services, which O.C.E.S. provided with State Home Care Pro- 
gram funds, we have coordinated very closely with The East Bridgewater Council on 
Aging in providing special weekly transportation services to area residents who are elderly 
or handicapped with a 16-passenger Minibus. This service began in February of 1984. 
Since that time over 120 Town residents have benefited from trips for shopping, recrea- 
tion, and dining excursions. The Minibus is supported by Area Agency on Aging funds 
(Old Colony Planning Council), a State Department of Elder Affairs Demonstration 
grant and participant donations. To assure continued operation of this exciting coor- 
dinated transportation effort, we seek outside financial assistance from local supporters, 
as well.

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Report of Self Help Incorporated 


Self Help, Inc., is Greater Brockton’s anti-poverty agency dedicated to improving 
the quality of life of limited-income individuals and families, and making all segments 
of the community responsive to the needs of limited-income, disadvantaged and minority 
needs. 

During the program year ending September 30, 1984, Self Help, Inc., received a 
total funding of $12,006,267 and provided 578,338 direct services to the area’s limited- 
income individuals and families. 

East Bridgewater residents received 1,566 direct services totaling $176,091 during 
our program year. 

The total funding of $12 million does not tell the real value of human services 
delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an addi- 
tional $954,823 of other community resources such as PIC, Commonwealth Service Corps 
and local Cities and Towns contributions as well as volunteers. The gross volume of 
Self Help, Inc., during the past program year was $12.9 million. 

We feel that the program year 10/1/83 to 9/30/84 was a successful one for Self 
Help, Inc., and very helpful to our limited-income population. We thank the area’s Board 
of Selectmen, town volunteers and the Selectmen’s representative, Mr. Charles Baker, 
to our Board of Directors for helping to make our program year a success.

The cost of providing services to a developmentally disabled citizen is based on a 
rate set by the Rate Setting Commission of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The 
rate for our Day Activities Program, which is located at 91 Copeland Street, West 
Bridgewater, is Nineteen Dollars and Fifty Two Cents ($19.52) per day per client for 
a total of 250 days. Thus, the cost of providing services for one client for one year is 
approximately Four Thousand, Eight Hundred and Eighty Dollars ($4,880). 

The money received from the Town of East Bridgewater, Four Thousand, One Hun- 
dred Seventy Three Dollars ($4,173.00), is applied toward the cost of providing the serv- 
ices to one client who resides in the Town of East Bridgewater.

a. Grievance—a grievance is an alleged violation, misinterpretation, and/or 
inequitable application of the Handicapped Compliance Program. 

b. Grievant—A grievant is an individual or a group of individuals present- 
ing the grievance. 

Procedure—all grievances shall specify the nature of the grievance and state 

the remedy sought. The grievance shall identify the grievant. 

All grievances shall be submitted to the Board of Selectmen in writing, 
within ten (10) days of the occurrence of the grievance or the date of first 
knowledge of its occurrence by any party affected by it. 

The Board of Selectmen shall notify Robert Lundberg and Marilyn 
Mondeau of any grievance, immediately upon its receipt. 

The Board of Selectmen shall respond to the grievant within ten (10) days 
of receipt of the written grievance; or if further information is required, the 
Board of Selectmen shall meet with the grievant(s) and the Program Co- 
ordinators to discuss the allegations within ten (10) days of receipt of the writ- 
ten grievance. 

The Board of Selectmen shall resolve the grievance within ten (10) days 
of receipt of written grievance, and shall notify, in writing, the grievant as 
to the resolution. 

Purpose—the purpose of the Grievance Procedure is to produce prompt and 
equitable solutions to those problems which may arise.

Information—Individuals may obtain information about particular services, 
activities and facilities that are accessible to and usable by the handicapped 
by calling Robert Lundberg at 378-4071. 

Persons Consulted Concerning the Self Evaluation—the persons responsible 
for each specific public building have been consulted as to services, activities 
and facilities that are accessible to and usable by the handicapped. Among 
those consulted were Richard Achin re school facilities; Chief Edward Ar- 
nold re police services; Chief Robert Winsor re fire safety programs; Board 
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of Health re health services provided to the handicapped; Raymond Tardie, 
Highway Surveyor, re town handicapped parking zones; Board of Selectmen 
re town accessibility for the handicapped. 

D. Building Accessibility—handicapped access is provided at the High School, 
Middle School, Central School, Public Library, Police Station, Fire Station, 
Housing for the Elderly, Tree Department, Highway Department, Water 
Department’s Superintendent’s Office. Information from all town departments 
may be obtained by telephone during regular business hours. 

E. Problems—At present the Town Office Building and the Board of Health 
facilities do not have wheel chair access. 

5. September 19, 1984 
Transition Plan to correct problems found in the Self Evaluation. 

A. Town Office Building—modifications to be made to allow wheel chair ac- 
cess to the first floor. In order to serve the handicapped, all offices located 
on the second floor of the Town Office Building send a representative to the 
first floor to provide all services to the handicapped. 

B. Board of Health—modifications to be made to allow wheel chair access to 
the Board of Health Facilities. The Home Health Department provides serv- 
ices to individuals at home, upon authorization of a physician. 

C. Physical Changes—according to Federal Revenue regulations, all physical 
changes must be completed by 1986.

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Report of the Historical Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen: 

The Historical Commission has met on the third Monday of each month at 8:00 
P.M., at the East Bridgewater Public Library. 

Early in the year, three long-time members, Richard F. Bartlett, Marjorie A. Win- 
sor, and Frank N. Houghton resigned for health and business reasons. Exceptional serv- 
ice has been given by these three people; Mr. Bartlett as chairman, and Mrs. Winsor 
as secretary since the formation of the Commission, and Mr. Houghton as researcher 
at the Plymouth Registry of Deeds. 

The outstanding work of the year has been the continuation of the ‘‘House-Story’”’ 
Project under the leadership of Joan S. Leland. Twenty-five houses, sites, or structures 
have been recorded and filed at the East Bridgewater Public Library and with the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. 

Through the efforts of the Commission and by vote at the Annual Town Meeting, 
five streets in town were added to the list of Scenic Roads. 

Belmont Street, from Summer Street to the West Bridgewater line 
- Elm Street, from Belmont Street to Summer Street 

Washington Street, from Oak Street to Central Street 

Winter Street, from the Alden Mill Site to the Whitman line 

Summer Street, the entire length 

Extensive study was made of the Millet Studio, the property of R. F. Bartlett, with 
plans to have it placed on the National Register of Historic Places. However, a new 
owner has made extensive exterior changes which now preclude its acceptance. 

Other projects have included: 

1. A cover for the Town Report, showing a section of the Common. 

2. Repairs to the lantern on the watering trough, which was blown off during the 
late March snowstorm, the work being done through the kindness of Franklin 
Santilli 

3. Plantings in the watering trough in celebration of all seasons 

4. Weed cutting and clean-up at mill site markers by volunteers. 

Plans have been proposed for setting aside an Historic District around the Com- 
mon. Before that can be carried out, 10% of the town’s houses, structures or sites must 
be surveyed. One-half of that number have been researched and registered to date.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


The Board of Library Trustees respectfully submits its annual report for the year 
1984. 

The year 1984 marked the centennial of free public library service in East 
Bridgewater. On March 10, 1884 citizens voted $500.00 to establish a public library which 
first opened its doors in a room over Isaac Nutter’s store on June 25, 1884. A donation 
of 468 books from the East Bridgewater Library Association greatly contributed to the 
success of the venture. The Town Library enjoyed several homes before its final loca- 
tion in the Washburn Building, and community support was the cornerstone of the con- 
cept of shared educational and informational resources available to all citizens. Entre- 
preneur Cyrus Washburn, a Wellesley resident and native of East Bridgewater, recognized 
the value of a “‘library education’’ and set aside $10,000.00 for the purchase of land 
and for the construction of the present Washburn Building which was dedicated on 
September 22, 1897. 

With a century of broad based community support as a guide, the Library Trustees 
planned several commemorative activities which would include the entire town. An ex- 
hibition of historical American flags graced the balcony of the Washburn Building, and 
patriotic bunting on the building’s exterior highlighted the historic significance of the 
occasion as well as the role played by the library in creating an educated citizenry. Over 
one hundred children participated in a balloon launch marking the occasion, and best- 
selling author Robert Parker entertained a large gathering at the first presentation spon- 
sored by the William Ward Whitmore Fund. As one of the community’s most popular 
authors, Parker commented about writing in general, his specific approach to the craft, 
and his experience with the sale of his novels to the Hollywood film industry. 
Refreshments followed the lecture coupled with a proclamation from the Board of Select- 
men congratulating the Library Trustees ‘‘on the observance of its Centennial Year and 
to express our appreciation for many years of dedication.”’ 

One measure of general interest in the Town Library System has been the continu- 
ing generosity of townspeople in support of programs and activities which are beyond 
the taxpayer. Whether it be the gift of the handmade violin of Arthur Dewhurst, Cheryl 
Young’s subscription donation of Archeology Magazine, or the 1857 Plymouth County 
map donated by Craig Potkay, all have contributed to the wealth of our collection. A 
gift in honor of Edwin and Edna Whitmores’ Golden Wedding Anniversary from the 
Friends of the Historical Commission insured that the Preservation Sourcebook prepared 
by the National Trust for Historic Preservation will be available to library patrons. A 
beautiful podium donated in memory of Michael D. Nardi is available to groups using 
the Community Room, and a new aquarium in the Herrick Room was a gift from the 
Sachem Quilters. A tradition of public service also continues with memorial donations 
from the Woman’s Club, Garden Club, and townspeople who wish to offer a living tribute 
to their loved ones. 

Support from the business community is especially valued, and a new circulation 
system at the Public Library was inaugurated with the help of the East Bridgewater Sav- 
ings Bank. Utilizing embossed library cards to activate an electronic charging system, 
the new system is more accurate and efficient than the original ‘‘hand stamp”’ procedure. 
In November and December approximately one thousand patrons reregistered and re- 
ceived new library cards. Reinforced card pockets were donated by the Savings Bank, 
and bookmarks noting hours of scheduled service were also presented to the Library 
Trustees by the bank. With limited financial resources available to town departments, 
the Trustees are especially gratified by the number and variety of gifts donated to the 
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Town Library System. 

With this rich heritage of service and public support as a foundation, the Town 
Library System has also integrated current technology and physical growth into its plan 
of service. Holdings in the Public Library collection are entered into the Boston Database 
with one hundred other libraries in eastern Massachusetts, and townspeople have access 
to over two million titles. A federal grant under the Library Service and Construction 
Act to establish the Bridgewaters Information Network Center will give residents of the 
three Bridgewaters direct access to the holdings of the Minuteman Library Network and 
access to national databases such as Dialog and BRS. With the assistance, expertise, 
and cooperation of the School Department, the Library also purchased a microcom- 
puter to meet the growing demands of sophisticated library patrons. The continuing need 
for space has also been translated into finished plans for the second floor in the new 
addition. To date wall-to-wall carpet, paddle fan, and air conditioning have been in- 
stalled by Walter Tucker, the Library custodian, and the room will be open to limited 
public use in 1985. Many of these projects have been implemented by State Aid Grants, 
financial support from the Eastern Regional Library System, and by receipt of federal 
grant awards. 

The goal of the Trustees was to streamline internal operations to focus on public 
service. Children’s services have increased with a babysitting course, special holiday pro- 
grams and a Halloween parade, story hours, exhibits, and a summer visit by the Ger- 
wick Puppets funded by the Eastman Fund. Special reserved book collections created 
with teacher input have helped the Children’s Librarian serve curriculum needs, and 
book sales at the Central and Middle School Libraries have offered enthusiastic students 
an opportunity to purchase wanted titles as well as contribute to the respective school 
library collections. Exhibits of photography by Ron Wilson, stencils by Chris Smith, 
the artistic talents of Agnes Kievenaar, and a Grange Exhibit focused attention on local 
talent and community organizations. With a grant from the Local Arts Council, Librarian 
Carl Sturgis prepared a Visual Catalog of the Library’s Art Collection which has been 
presented to town organizations, and Assistant Librarian Irene Nardi has presented book 
reviews as a public service. The Plymouth County Genealogists has also made the Public 
Libary their home and have made their valuable collection of genealogical materials 
available to library patrons under the supervision of library staff. Joan Leland also 
volunteered her time and expertise by conducting House Story Workshops with the pro- 
ceeds earmarked for the preservation of historic materials in the Eastman Fund. In all 
these programs community interest has been quantified, and the services are viewed as 
an important part of the educational, informational, and recreational fabric of the town. 

Cooperation among different town departments also enhanced the quality of library 
service. The Tree Department shared personnel and equipment to insure a freshly painted 
flagpole and lightpole. New lamps in security lighting were also installed with their 
assistance, saving taxpayers funds earmarked for other projects. School Department funds 
were directed toward the development of contemporary school library collections, and 
new drapes were installed in the Central School Library. An inventory of high school 
computer software was completed by High School Librarian Anne Hynes, and in- 
dividualized attention to student needs was exhibited in the delivery of reference ser- 
vice, lectures regarding the identification and use of print and nonprint materials, and 
in curriculum-related research. The selection of Marguerite T. Ross as High School 
Library Aide also contributed to the strength of the system. With her sound educational 
background at Boston University and experience as an English teacher, she was in a 
position to offer a high level of service. 

The Town Library System will continue to draw on the strengths of the past while 
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exploring and utilizing the technology of the future. Support from library patrons, state 
and regional library organizations, municipal government, and regional associations with 
an interest in shared resources should help the Town Library System enter its second 
century with a strong commitment to public service and a high level of excellence in 
the delivery of that service.

Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are pleased 
to submit the following report of our activities during 1984. 

The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and is now 
composed of 21 Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the Town of Cohasset 
in Norfolk County. The Project is a regional response to a regional problem and pro- 
vides a way of organizing specialize equipment, specially trained employees, and mos- 
quito control professionals into a single agency with a broad geographical area of respon- 
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sibility. The Project continues to provide environmentally sound mosquito control at 
no increase in per capita cost. 

1984 was a year of transition. Gary Benzon, Superintendent of the Project for nearly 
four years, left to pursue a PhD at North Carolina State University. He was replaced 
by Dr. Kenneth Ludlam, a native bay stater formerly associated with Maryland mos- 
quito control programs; who is aided by Assistant Superintendent Michael King, a 
Delaware mosquito control veteran; and by an able, experienced, and knowledgeable 
staff of foremen, inspectors, and support personnel. 

1984 was also a year of repeat challenges. The Project was again tested by an in- 
creased threat of the mosquito transmitted disease Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE). 
The Project responded by increasing the level of control and by targeting areas of highest 
risk. Additional costs for overtime and insecticide are to be funded by a special appropria- 
tion and not charged to member towns. The recurrent problem of EEE in southeastern 
Massachusetts has led to increased cooperation between the Project and the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. 

1984’s new challenges included the addition of the Town of Marshfield, which 
became part of the Project in July. Control activities were targeted at the adult mos- 
quitoes until late in the season when most of the larval development sites were finally 
catalogued. More emphasis on control of the mosquitoes in the larval stage can be ex- 
pected in this town next year. 

Again this year with the aid of a computer the figures specific to the Town of East 
Bridgewater are given below. While mosquitoes do not respect town lines the informa- 
tion given below does provide a tally of the activities which have had the greatest impact 
on the health and comfort of East Bridgewater residents. 

1. Insecticide Application. 8,488 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers 
for control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site 
if mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in May and the last 
in September. The use of quiet electric sprayers has ended completely complaints about 
noise. 

Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which can 
be found in woodland pools, swamps, marshes, and other standing water areas. Inspec- 
tors continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific larvicides when 
immature mosquitoes are present. Last year a total of 80 inspections were made to 37 
catalogued breeding sites totaling 46 acres. 

Finally, a total of 240 treatments were made to storm sewer catch basins to prevent 
mosquito production in this man made habitat. 

We encourage citizens or municipal officials to cali our office for information about 
mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, control practices, or any other matters of concern.

Report of the Old Colony Planning Council 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Residents of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council we are pleased to pre- 
sent this report of the Council’s activities for 1984. 

During the year, the work of the Council was concentrated in three major program 
areas: Economic and Community Development; Transportation and Transit Planning; 
and, Area Agency on Aging Planning including the coordination and implementation 
of elder service programs. 

The Economic Development activities of the Council involved the preparation of 
the annual update of the Overall Economic Development Program report which includes 
a listing of local capital improvements important to economic growth and development. 
The Council also acts on Industrial Revenue Bond applications which are initiated within 
the planning district to assist firms in financing new or expanded facilities. In 1984 the 
Council acted upon 20 Industrial Revenue applications totalling over 41 million dollars 
for area businesses. The total compared favorably with the 24 million dollars approved 
in 1983. The towns of Plymouth and Stoughton were the area leaders under the pro- 
gram with over 11 million dollars of financing under the program in each community. 
The communities benefiting under the program were as follows: Avon—$6,500,000; 
Brockton—$5,355,000; Easton—$5,425,000; Pembroke—$1,400,000; 
Plymouth—$11,241,000; Stoughton—$11,015,000; and West Bridgewater—$450,000. 

The Community Development activities of the Council included the provision of 
technical assistance to the communities of East Bridgewater and Bridgewater in success- 
fully obtaining grant awards for Congregate Housing for Elderly developments; preparing 
an update of the Bridgewater Master Plan, and providing numerous other services to 
member communities on a day to day basis. 

The transportation and transit planning activities of the Council required the prepara- 
tion of a number of documents necessary for the area communities to remain eligible 
for transportation improvement programs. Among these are the Transportation Plan 
Update; the Transportation Improvement Program and a Prospectus of the region. The 
Council also played a coordinator role in the Southeast Expressway Reconstruction Pro- 
gram that was initiated in the Spring of 1984. The Council targeted efforts to persuade 
the more than 20,000 area residents who commute daily to the Boston area to use al- 
ternative means of commuting instead of their personal vehicles on the expressway. The 
results of this effort were highly successful in reducing the flow of traffic on the ex- 
pressway during the reconstruction. 

The Council also obtained traffic counting equipment during the year which has 
been used to provide accurate traffic volume data to area commuters on a request basis. 
Information is used by the Council to develop level of service analysis for intersections 
and roadways. During the year, counts were recorded at over 85 locations throughout 
the region and used as supporting data in numerous technical reports. Additionally, the 
Council initiated a computer based accident data recording system that will permit acci- 
dent statistics to be quickly and accurately retrieved for each community. 

The Council acting as the Area Agency on aging during the year was responsible for 
administering Older Americans Act monies allocated to the region. OCPC funded and 
coordinated a wide range of service to elders through a variety of programs such as 
Hospice Care; Home Health Aide Care; Legal Assistance; Respite Care; Transporta- 
tion Assistance; and, Nutrition through Congregate and Home delivered meals. District 
communities directly benefitting through grants from the program include: Avon, nutri- 
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tion, transportation; Bridgewater, Senior Center Assistant Coordinator; Brockton, Dorn- 
Davies Senior Center; East Bridgewater, transportation; Easton, Shuttle Bus grant; Han- 
son, Senior Center Coordinator, transportation; Kingston, nutrition; Pembroke, Shuttle 
Bus grant; Plymouth, Senior Center program; Stoughton, transportation; West 
Bridgewater, transportation; and Whitman, transportation. 

In 1984, Richard H. Chase of Easton was elected to his third term as President 
of OCPC; John J. DeMarco of Avon was elected as Council Secretary; and Charles 
A. Pickering of West Bridgewater was elected as Council Treasurer for the year. 

The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of its 
member communities, the participation and involvement of members of the Joint 
Transportation Committee chaired by Mr. John Yaney; the Overall Economic Develop- 
ment Committee chaired by Mr. George Baldwin and the Area Agency on Aging Ad- 
visory Committee chaired by Mr. John Mather. The Council also recognizes the work 
of local boards and commissions and the many government agencies, public and private 
institutions and individuals who have assisted the Council.

Report of Trustees for 
Plymouth County Cooperative Extension Service 


The Extension Service is the educational arm of the University of Massachusetts 
and the United States Department of Agriculture at the county level. This is where the 
name ‘‘Cooperative Extension’’ is derived. It is a nationwide informal educational net- 
work with more than 3,000 offices throughout the country. 

For 70 years the County Extension Service has provided county residents with free, 
informal education, emphasizing practical, self-help solutions to everyday concerns and 
needs. Our program areas include: 

*Home Economics and Family Living 

*4-H (Youth Development) 

*Agriculture: Food Marketing and Production 

*Community Resource Development (C.R.D.) 

*Food and Nutrition (Expanded Food and Nutrition Education Program) 

Our staff is comprised of a director, two regional agricultural specialists, a com- 
munity resource development specialist, two home economists, three 4-H agents, and 
a split position 4-H/Home Horticulture. In addition to this, we administer a federally 
funded nutrition education program for families with limited food dollars. This is staffed 
by one supervisor and eight part-time paraprofessionals. 

Major county-wide events that the Extension Service staff is responsible for in- 
clude: 4-H Fairs, Small Farms Day (March), Home & Harvest Day (October), Fisher- 
man’s Harvest Festival (June) in addition to departmental lecture series offered in various 
county locations throughout the year. 

Over 6,974 residents receive one of our 4 information! newsletters: 

1) Garden Clipping—for the backyard gardener, 
2) Kitchen Quotes—for basic nutrition facts and recipes, 
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3) Extension Post—written by county Home Economists, 

4) 4-H Newsletter—for our 300 active club leaders. 
Newsletters are also available for commodity groups, commercial growers, farmers and 
special interest areas. In addition to face-to-face learning situations, correspondence 
courses are available; last year we featured a popular microwave series. 

Telephone inquiries continue to come in at a rapid rate particularly in the areas 
of food preparation and preservation, stain removal, home grounds and insect 
identification. 

We continue to provide free testing of soil pH and pressure gauge accuracy testing 
of home canners. Free fact sheets are available in the above subject areas, along with 
U.S.D.A. publications for a minimal handling charge. 

To learn more about the Plymouth County Extension Service contact your Town 
Director Ethel Wagner or the Extension Service office. 

In accordance with the General Laws of the Commonwealth, Chapter 128, the 
Trustees for Plymouth County Cooperative Extension Service are empowered to receive, 
on behalf of the County, money appropriated by any town, or by the Federal Govern- 
ment for carrying out the provisions of the law, under which they are appointed. 

Their agents have made contacts during the past year in every community, either 
by public meetings, individual visits, group discussions, demonstrations, or otherwise, 
in attempting to assist the needs of the citizens toward helping to solve management 
problems, better living, and better community service, and have been ably assisted by 
many local volunteer leaders. 

A total expense of $100.00 was incurred during the year for the purchase of material 
needed in carrying on the various Extension Programs. The appropriation made by your 
town was used for residents of the town and expended as follows:

Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The Tree Department continued to perform its usual duties during 1984, with the 
removal of 115 dead and/or dangerous trees from roadsides, 55 of which were the result 
of the Gypsy Moth. The Tree Department, in an attempt to preserve our roadside trees, 
pruned the deadwood and damaged limbs from another 51 trees. Brush and tall grass 
was cut on many corners to provide a margin of safety to: residents, motorists, 
pedestrians and the general public. 

The Department also co-operated with other Town Departments and Committees 
in effecting a restoration of the Town Common, by removing overgrown trees, brush, 
debris, etc., and the caring for newly-seeded grass and trees planted there. The Depart- 
ment, just this month, received its new winch truck, which was badly needed. 

I would like to express my appreciation to employees, Town Officials, other Town 
Departments and the Citizens for their patience and co-operation during the year.

Report of the Board of Water Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The Board of Water Commissioners was saddened by the loss of long time employee 
of the Water Department, Angelo ‘‘Peepsa’’ Rocha. Mr. Rocha had served the depart- 
ment and the Town for nearly 22 years. 

The Board of Water Commissioners are pleased to announce that construction at 
the #3 Well site is complete and that the well is now on line. This brings the Towns’ 
wells to a total of four. 

In 1984 the department was awarded a State Grant of more than $50,000.00 to be 
applied to the Washington Street Project for the construction of water mains. 

The Department under the direction of Superintendent Lyman Howard, reports 
that 147 new meters with outside remotes were installed in 1984. The department is con- 
tinuing with its effort to have the Town completely metered. This program has proved 
to be financially beneficial to the Town in providing additional revenue. 

The department installed 31 new services; repaired 20 services; repaired or replaced 
5 hydrants, as well as marking out and keeping clear all hydrants during the winter 
months, for easy access by the fire department in case of an emergency; performed 
emergency repairs for 9 water main breaks; responded to 12 freeze-up problems; as well 
as handling numerous service calls. In addition, the Water Department provided assistance 
to other Town Departments in the form of manpower and equipment, as well as taking 
part in the clean up of the Town Common. The department also responded to several 
mutual aid calls to surrounding towns. 

The Board would like to take this opportunity to welcome its newest employee, 
Ronald Randall, who joined the department in April of 1984.

Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical 
School District 


Southeastern Regional School District is represented from the Town of East 
Bridgewater by Mr. Stanley B. Goldman. There are eight towns and the City of Brockton 
involved in this regional effort which provides students with occupational training leading 
directly to jobs. 

There are 24 occupational programs offered at the high school level. The high school 
enrollment is 1267. There are 6 occupational programs offered at the post-secondary 
level; enrollment is 143. A total of 1410 students attend the day program at Southeastern.

The high school job placement program placed 92% of the 1984 graduating class. 
Job locating and/or placement is available to past graduates as well as to each graduating 
class. The Technical Institute placement program enjoyed a 98% placement of the students 
graduating from all programs in the school year 1983-1984. Over the last five years, 
placement at the Technical Institute has been 97.2%. 

Nearly 130 students were participants in the cooperative work program during the 
1983-1984 school year. 

The East Bridgewater requests for admissions to the Vocational School continue 
to exceed the 4.5% quota of the District enrollment. 

Ninety-eight percent of the graduates continue to obtain employment in their special- 
ized trades or related fields. 

Approximately $1,000,000. was spent to update and purchase new shop equipment 
to help meet the school’s needs to train pupils for the high-technology developments 
in the area. 

The per pupil cost was the lowest of all the State’s twenty-six vocational-technical 
schools. 

Recently Supt. Donald E. Graves informed the District School Committee of his 
decision to retire as of December 31, 1985. Supt. Graves served with distinction for twenty- 
one years, during which time he planned the site location, developed the plans for the 
building and its program offerings. His devotion and dedication to his work resulted 
in the School’s rating in the vocational field as one of the very best in the Commonwealth. 

The School District Committee commends Mr. Graves for a job well done and wishes 
him many years of good health and happiness on his retirement.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

In my report last year I was correct in my evaluation of expected expenditures being 
within our budget of $50,000.00 for 1983-1984 and will be returning more than $1,000.00 
of this appropriation to the Town. In addition we have recovered more than $8,000.00, 
in Insurance and Refund Cases. Along with the expected 50% refund from the State 
under Chapter 115, the net cost to the Town will be less than $14,000.00 

At this point in time, we do not expect to be so fortunate with our 1984-1985 budget 
due to the increased request for aid under Chapter 115. We have been successful with 
our V.A. Claims for our Veterans and their dependents with a total of $64,000.00, for 
Compensation, Pensions and Educational Claims. We handled the Fuel Program for 
the Sth year and processed 168 applications. In addition 158 Tax Abatement Applica- 
tions were completed. Our daily contacts have continued to increase more and more 
due to the age factor of our Veterans’ and their dependents. 

This year with the continued cooperation and help from our Visiting Nurses, we 
have been able to make substantial savings in our Home Health Care cases by the use 
of their hospital equipment such as Hospital Beds, Wheel Chairs, etc. 

I would like to thank our Tree Warden, Eugene Fortier, and his men for their help 
in moving some of the Hospital Equipment to some of our cases where required, and 
this at a considerable cost savings to the Town. 

We have again been very fortunate in having the services of our Administrative 
Assistant, Marcia Anapolsky, who does such an outstanding job in all phases of our 
work. The paper work required in the Administration of our services is just tremen- 
dous, requiring more and more time. 

It has been a pleasure to be of Service to the Veterans and their families and the 
citizens of East Bridgewater. If we may be of help in any way to the citizens of East 
Bridgewater, please feel free to contact our office between the hours of 8:30 A.M. and 
4:30 P.M., Monday thru Friday.

Report of the Chairman of the 
East Bridgewater School Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

Your School Committee, now as in the past, invites you, the citizens of the Town 
of East Bridgewater, to provide to us your collective wisdom and guidance as we prepare 
our school budget for the 1985-86 school year. However, more than that, we cordially 
invite you to participate in our bi-monthly meetings throughout the year. 

The School Committee, has tried to provide your children with the best possible 
educational system within the financial ability of the taxpayers. Your School Commit- 
tee is proud of the educational system, its students, administrators, faculty, and staff; 
and we feel working together will continue to provide the best educational system pos- 
sible for the amount of dollars we have to spend. 

The School Committee has submitted a preliminary budget for the 1985-86 school 
year. This budget contains the real needs of our school system as expressed to us by 
our system administrators. The budget contains a 13 per cent increase over the budget 
submitted for the 1984-85 school year. Included in this preliminary budget are line items 
for new equipment, a line item not included since 1981. We feel this is a mandatory 
item with the ever increasing emphasis being given to ‘‘high tech’”’ and ‘‘state-of-the- 
art’’ technologies. 

Another item included in our budget is salary increases required by negotiated con- 
tracts, and a separate article for salary increases in the warrant for Town Meeting will 
not be required for School Department employees. The Committee has negotiated firmly 
and, we believe, fairly in all of our collective bargaining agreements. We now have all 
four of our collective bargaining agreements on the same time frame, giving us the 
management abilities necessary to determine costs in preparing our budget. 

Further included in this budget are requests for additional personnel administrators, 
teaching, and staff. Our school system has perhaps one of the lowest number of central 
office administrators for a school system of our size. Additionally, the imposition of 
Proposition 2% resulted in a 20 per cent reduction of teaching and staff personnel. 

Our financial expenditures per-pupil are well below the state average per-pupil costs, 
and even below 85 per cent of these costs. State-wide legislation has been proposed to 
make it mandatory for a school system to spend a minimum of 85 per cent of the state- 
wide average per-pupil costs. 

Your School Committee, in coming budget sessions, will be refining its preliminary 
budget keeping in mind the ability of you, the taxpayers, to pay; and additionally, that 
our school system must provide our students with the ability to compete with their con- 
temporaries as they leave our system to go on to higher education, the work place, or 
to enter military service. 

The School Committee wishes to thank you, the citizens of East Bridgewater, for 
your support in the past; and we respectfully request your support now and in the future. 
We further wish to express our appreciation to the various departments and offices of 
the Town of East Bridgewater, without whose able assistance would make running the 
school system an impossible task.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and 
the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

I am pleased to submit my tenth annual report as Superintendent of the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools. The 1984 school year was a highly successful one as you 
can see by the comprehensive reports of the administrative team included with my report. 
The enthusiastic leadership of the administration, combined with the dedication and 
cooperation of our school personnel, have made it possible for the students of the Town 
of East Bridgewater to continue to receive a quality education in spite of severe budget 
restrictions. This year, an important member of our administrative team, Mr. William 
E. Farrell, was selected by the Wellesley School Committee as Principal of Wellesley 
High School. I am proud that Mr. Farrell’s ability was recognized and that he has achieved 
an important professional advancement. His contributions to East Bridgewater High 
School were significant. It can be said that he left East Bridgewater High School a much 
better school than it was when he first became Principal. We wish him well in his new 
position. 

Although I share the positive attitudes expressed in the administrative reports this 
year, I am very concerned about the future of the East Bridgewater Public Schools. The 
major problem can be expressed in one word—funding. In 1984, Chapter 70 School 
Aid to the town increased by $933,734 as compared to 1981, the year prior to the impact 
of Proposition 22. The school budget for 1984 showed an increase of $27,794 over 1981, 
giving the town a net gain of $905,940. Only three per cent (3%) of the increased Chapter 
70 School Aid was actually applied to increased school expenditures for this period. 

One result was that the latest state-certified cost per pupil statistics for 1984 placed 
the East Bridgewater Public Schools $568 below the state average cost per pupil. The 
$2239 cost per pupil figure for East Bridgewater was 80% of the state figure of $2807 
for 1984. Just to spend at 85% of state average would have meant an additional $325,000 
in budget support. What this really means is that services and programs which were 
eliminated during the first year of Proposition 22 remain unavailable to East Bridgewater 
students in spite of the significant increases in Chapter 70 School Aid to the town. If 
the schools of East Bridgewater are to remain viable, a larger and more equitable share 
of the increased state school aid must be spent on education. The figures clearly show 
that the Town of East Bridgewater has been complying with Proposition 22 by reduc- 
ing local support for its schools. If the trend continues, our schools will be in serious 
difficulty by 1986. 

One possible alternative to the fiscal problem of our schools is to consider the op- 
tion of forming a regional school district with the Town of West Bridgewater. At the 
least, this option should be investigated. A preliminary study by your Superintendent 
and Dr. Ronald Gerhart, Superintendent of Schools for West Bridgewater, indicates 
that there would be substantial increased state aid if such a regional school district were 
formed. Certainly, much more study is needed; but in my opinion, it should be given 
serious consideration at this time. 

Once again, I extend my appreciation to Town Librarian, Carl Sturgis; Chief Win- 
sor; Chief Arnold; Raymond Tardie; Gene Fortier; and Robert Lundberg for their help 
during this year. A special thanks to Lyman Howard and the Water Department for 
the help with our drainage problems at the High School. The cooperation between town 
and school continues to be positive and in the best interest of the citizens of East 
Bridgewater. 

My personal appreciation is extended to my office staff who provide skillful and 
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constant support and to you, the members of the East Bridgewater School Committee, 
for your steadfast concern for the welfare of the students of the Town of East Bridgewater.

Report of the 
Administrative Coordinator for Special Services 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I am very pleased to report to you on the delivery of special services to our students 
in East Bridgewater. Over 90% of our 339 students with special education needs are 
served in our own classrooms using our competent staff in a very cost-effective model. 
The assistant principals and guidance counselors continue to monitor this model in order 
to provide quality services within our staff resources. The number of referrals for evalua- 
tion remains high due to large class sizes and decreased support services. The staff con- 
tinues to do an excellent job in responding to this demand and their commitment to 
students is evident. 

Less than 10% of our students require programs outside of East Bridgewater. I 
must once again repeat my concern regarding the cost of tuition and transportation which 
continues to esclate at an alarming rate. Support from other human services agencies 
continues to decline while the responsibility of the educational agency increases. Place- 
ment in any private special education program is made only after great deliberation and 
after every attempt has been made to provide services through collaborative progams. 
We continue to be active members of the R.E.A.D.S., North River and Five Town col- 
laboratives and are constantly developing new programs and services to meet the needs 
of our students. Collaborative programming allows us to provide more cost-effective 
services to our low incidence special needs population and to contribute to program plan- 
ning, policies and procedures and budgetary decisions. 

Successful efforts were made this year to access competitive grant funding to ad- 
dress the needs of our students and our staff. We received Special Education Mini Grant 
funds to give inservice education to our staff to improve instruction to our growing bi- 
lingual population and to increase our sensitivity and understanding of those students 
coming from another culture. The Commonwealth Inservice Institute provided funding 
for staff training in the use of computers for instructional purposes. An Early Childhood 
Grant was funded for the communities of East Bridgewater and Bridgewater in con- 
junction with Bridgewater State College to provide speech, language and hearing serv- 
ices to preschool age children and inservice support to our early childhood staff in teaching 
language as an integrated part of the curriculum. These programs have aided us in im- 
proving instruction to our students in many areas. 

We have continued to encourage communication between the schools and the com- 
munity through the Special Education and the Chapter I Parent Advisory Councils. In 
this past year we have provided speakers on topics such as parenting skills, behavior, 
sex education, community support for schools, mainstreaming and parent support of 
basic skills development. In addition we continued to provide, through grant funding, 
parent training courses for those who wish to further develop parenting skills. This sup- 
port of parents and the interaction between parents and educators are essential to the 
success of our students. 

I would like to express my appreciation and recognition of each person involved 
in the delivery of quality services to our special education students. A special expression 
of gratitude is given to the entire Special Services Team and in particular to the assistant 
principals, John Barry, Joseph Cirigliano and George Frye, for their dedication to 
students. Our success would not have been possible without your continued support, 
Mr. Mitchell, and for that I thank you.

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Report of the Principal of the Central School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report of the activities and programs 
at the Central School during this past year. I am pleased to report and extend my gratitude 
and praise to a faculty who continue to exhibit a truly professional and dedicated at- 
titude. Through their efforts, each and every child gains the sound educational founda- 
tion necessary for future success. 

In addition to the teachers, I would extend a special thanks to the Central School 
support staff: i.e. secretaries, custodians, aides, and cafeteria workers, who along with 
our parents compliment the work of the professional staff. Their suggestions and dedica- 
tion insure that we are able to maintain a positive educational climate in which optimum 
learning can occur. 

Our enrollment as of October 1, 1984 was as follows: Kindergarten, 137; Grade 
One, 167; Grade Two, 119; Grade Three, 166; and Grade Four, 165, totalling 754. This 
represents a decrease of 18 youngsters. Our class size, for the most part, remains in the 
high twenties, which is excessive for these critical educational years. 

This past spring, we had four of our employees retire. They have dedicated a number 
of years to serving the children of East Bridgewater, and we all wish them much hap- 
piness in their future endeavors. Those retiring were: Mrs. Ellen Zahakos, Central School 
Music teacher, who served 12 years in this position; Mrs. Mary Davidson, Cafeteria 
Manager, who for 25 years served in the School Lunch Program at the Intermediate 
and Central Schools; Mrs. Pauline Wood who served for 26 years in the School Lunch 
Program; and Mr. Matthew Tartaglia, who served as a Central School custodian for 
13 years. 

This fall we were pleased to welcome several new employees to the school. To our 
professional staff we welcomed Mrs. Mary Anne Rebhan as our music teacher. Mrs. 
Rebhan comes to us with many years of teaching experience both in this country and 
abroad, and brings with her a vast amount of knowledge and experience. To our sup- 
port staff we welcomed Mrs. Donna (Jeanette) O’Day as our cafeteria manager, Mrs. 
Anne Tardie as a cook-baker, Mrs. Donna Tyrrell as a general worker, and Mr. Donald 
Kerrigan to the position of Central School custodian. 

In addition to the above staff members who were employed, Mrs. Sandra Frye, 
Mrs. Susan Kilroy, and Mrs. Rosemary Mandill were hired as Special Needs Aides. These 
positions are federally funded and provide an invaluable amount of support to our 
program. 

This has been a very positive year for the children at the Central School. Their overall 
growth has been favorable and attests to the dedication of the professional staff. However, 
it must be noted that class size has a direct relationship upon the amount of individual 
attention the children receive, and teachers are concerned that their pupils’ needs are 
not being adequately addressed. 

In addition to the positive growth in the language arts and mathematics areas, this 
year we adopted the Scott Foresman Spelling Program ‘‘Spelling Words and Skills,”’ 
for grades 2, 3 and 4. The series was piloted last year and favorable reports were given. 
This new program will insure a continuity in our spelling program as the children pro- 
ceed through the primary grades. In conjunction with our focus on the spelling curriculum, 
the children participated in a spelling bee in June, a program we hope to continue. 

In addition to their academic studies, the children participated in many other types 
of activities during the school year. Several field trips were taken. Grade one attended 
a performance at the Bridgewater State College Children’s Theatre; Grade two took a 
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field trip to the Aggasiz Museum at Harvard University; Grade three visited Plimoth 
Plantation and the Mayflower; and Grade four went to the Boston Museum of Science. 
In addition, the entire school viewed the production entitled ‘‘City Mouse, Country 
Mouse,’’ presented by the New England Theatre Guild for Children. 

The children also benefited and learned from several guest speakers. Among these 
were: Outreach Programs presented by Heritage Plantation personnel to our third and 
fourth graders; a program entitled ‘‘A-Zap,’’ presented by Eastern Edison; and a nutri- 
tion education program sponsored by the Plymouth County Extension Service. 

Other activities which continue to be popular include: our mini-course programs, 
our intramural offerings, fall and spring chorus, recorder groups, and in the spring, 
our annual field day activities. These programs add to the overall enjoyment of the 
children’s school experience. 

Perhaps one of the highlights of this year is the overwhelming support we are receiv- 
ing from our parents. Our classroom volunteer program continues to grow with parents 
helping in areas where they are most comfortable (either clerical or working with 
youngsters). In addition, a smaller group of parents has been raising funds for special 
cultural programs by sponsoring bake sales and used clothing sales. There is no doubt 
that this cooperative spirit will greatly enhance our ability to provide appropriate educa- 
tional and cultural opportunities for our children. 

Another program called ‘‘The Neighborhood Home Program’’ was established to 
protect children by providing ‘‘safe homes’’ where they may turn for help in an emergency. 
Thanks to a committee of teachers and parents and with consultation from Police Chief 
Arnold, we were able to begin the program in December. Hopefully, this program will 
be ongoing as it not only provides a service to our children, but peace of mind for parents. 

Personally, one of the most pleasurable and valuable experiences for me are the 
informal neighborhood coffee hours which I am invited to attend from time to time. 
During these sessions, parents hear about our programs and are invited to ask questions 
and make suggestions. As a result, I have a better understanding of parental concerns, 
not only as they relate to school, but to societal problems in general. 

There have been several maintenance projects accomplished during the year. I am 
pleased to report that the new roof has been installed on the addition, and subsequently 
we were able to repair the ceiling tiles in the cafeteria and corridors damaged due to 
leaks in the roof. In an effort to further reduce heating costs, we also installed ceiling 
fans in the cafeteria and had insulation blown in over two rooms in the new addition. 
Both of these projects have had a beneficial effect. 

At this time, I would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank the other town 
departments for the cooperation shown to the Central School. In particular, I would 
like to thank Mr. Carl Sturgis and the library staff for their continued support to our 
program; to Chief Winsor, who has arranged for his men to give tours to our 
kindergarteners and to speak to many of the classrooms regarding the necessity of fire 
prevention; to Chief Arnold and his officers for their cooperation in visits to the Police 
Station; to Highway Surveyor, Raymond Tardie, for his continued assistance, and to 
all other town departments for their assistance throughout the year. 

A special thanks goes to the many parents who in one way or another, as previously 
noted, have volunteered their assistance over the course of the year. Too many to men- 
tion specifically, suffice it to say that each and every effort is gratefully appreciated. 

To you, Mr. Mitchell, along with your assistants, Dr. Williams, and Mr. Achin, 
and to the members of the East Bridgewater School Committee, I would like to extend 
my sincere appreciation for your continued support and direction during this past year. 
This type of cooperative attitude and positive communication, enables our school system 
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to continue to provide the children of East Bridgewater with the best possible educa- 
tional opportunities. There’s no doubt that our motto—‘‘ YOUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
... THERE’S NO BETTER PLACE TO LEARN,”’ is a true reflection of our school 
system.

Report of the Principal of the Middle School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I am pleased to submit my annual report as Principal of the Middle School. 

Our total enrollment as of October 1, 1984, was 694 students. The distribution of 
these students by grade is as follows: grade 5, 143; grade 6, 168; grade 7, 183; grade 
8, 200 and ungraded, 6. 

The projected enrollment for this current school year was 700, and this figure, com- 
pared with our actual number, indicates that the projections are accurate. It should be 
noted, however, that the school is still overcrowded, and we have some academic classes 
that exceed thirty students per class. 

The Middle School continues to employ an organizational structure that facilitates 
delivery of services to our students in a simple but direct fashion. Teaching teams, sup- 
ported by learning specialists, Chapter I personnel, and our guidance staff, allow all 
staff the opportunity not only to communicate effectively and professionally about our 
students, but also to develop a student-oriented support process which generates a cohesive 
and consistent approach to their educational endeavors. Mr. Richard Gothage and Mrs. 
Ellen Tennihan, our guidance counselors, oversee the coordination of these services. 
In addition, a realistic but humane disciplinary process allows the school to function 
efficiently because we maintain an environment in which learning and teaching takes place. 

For the first time, all students at the Middle School were given a course in com- 
puter science. Mr. Stanley Bonham, who in the past has taught this subject to both our 
staff and to adults in the Evening Practical Arts program, developed a program for all 
students in grades five through eight. The primary goal of the program is to teach com- 
puter literacy at this level, so the students will be able to elect more advanced courses 
at the High School. Although it has taken several years to get the necessary equipment 
and personnel to be able to offer this course, it will be of great benefit to our students 
in today’s computer oriented world. __ 

In curriculum areas, the Middle School staff is in the process of reviewing and 
reassessing the major curriculum offerings in grades seven and eight. This task is time 
consuming, but necessary, if we are to insure that students are given material that reflects 
the needed work in skill areas, as well as the most recent developments in each of the 
subject fields. We continue to work during in-service time to improve the teaching of 
writing. Dr. Diana Draheim, a professor from Bridgewater State College, conducted 
a workshop on ‘‘The Identification and Teaching of Writing Products.’’ Mrs. Regina 
Ladouceur, of our own staff, continued this emphasis with a workshop on ‘‘Writing 
Reports.’’ The intent of both programs was to increase our effort in the teaching of 
Writing Skills. 

Some of the highlights of this past year include: 
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The Drama Club productions of the musical ‘‘Peter Pan’’ and the play ‘‘Rest 
Assured’’ were both outstanding presentations. For the first time, our Drama Club was 
invited to perform on the road, and went to the Salem Connecticut schools where they 
performed ‘‘Peter Pan.’’ This was really a unique experience for a group of Middle School 
students. 

The students in the seventh and eighth grade team participated in a Science Fair 
which was organized and conducted by Miss Agnes Hayes. This was a very sound educa- 
tional venture, for the projects that were displayed were the result of a great deal of 
research. It should also be pointed out that Miss Hayes was selected as the ‘‘Outstand- 
ing Science Teacher’’ in Plymouth County for the 1983-84 school year. 

Mr. Vincent Mitchell again had his students participate in the annual ‘‘Special Olym- 
pics,’’ which are held in Boston. Many of his students won medals, but the most impor- 
tant aspect of this program is the involvement of our students with those from the rest 
of Massachusetts in this unique and special progam. 

The entire staff of the Middle School visited Rockland Junior High School. This 
was beneficial to us, for we could evaluate our building and its practices against those 
of a school which received national recognition for excellence. The experience reinforced 
our beliefs that we too have a model that is developed to truly serve students and develop 
their academic capabilities. 

Mrs. Michelle Stephen, of our Support Services staff, was selected to participate 
in a pilot program at Bridgewater State College which is designed to prepare a service 
Bi-lingual Special Needs students. 

Mrs. Jeanne Ebert, a teacher of English, had her first book published by a major 
firm. This is a unique accomplishment for any professional in the field of education. 
New to the teaching staff at the Middle School this year are the following: 

— Mr. Robert Deasy, teacher of grades 7 and 8 mathematics 

Stonehill College 1973 and Boston University 1981, with 9 years of teaching ex- 
perience in the Brockton School System; 

— Mrs. Debra Cournoyer, teacher of grade 5 

Stonehill College 1976 and Graduate work in Special Needs Program Bridgewater 
State College, with 7 years of teaching experience in the Brockton School System 
and 1 year teaching experience in the Hanson School System. 

— Ms. Christina Mason, teacher of grade 7 and 8 English 

Emerson College 1972 and Simmons College 1975, with 6 years of teaching ex- 
perience in the Mansfield and Sharon School Systems; 

— Mrs. Patricia DeLoughrey, Home Economics teacher 

Graduate of Framingham State College with 2 years of teaching experience in 
the Brockton School System; 

— Mrs. Donna Larkins, who has returned to the East Bridgewater School System 

as a Social Studies teacher 

Mrs. Larkins graduated from Bridgewater State College and had 8 years of 
teaching experience in the East Bridgewater School System and also 3 years of 
teaching experience in London, England. 

I am particularly indebted to the Middle School Assistant Principal, Mr. Joseph 
Cirigliano for his support, advice and cooperation this past year. Similarly, I thank you, 
Mr. Mitchell, and your staff for your efforts in aiding the programs at the Middle School. 
To the members of the School Committee, who, in difficult times, continue to work 
for the proper education of our students, my sincere thanks. Finally, the entire staff 
of the Middle School should be commended for their continued effort to provide an 
outstanding educational program. 
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In conclusion, I would be remiss if I did not note the fact that the Middle School, 
its staff, and its student body, lost a real friend this past year. Mr. Charles Thomas 
was just that, a friend who always offered help, gave time, and truly worked for all 
the youngsters in this town. Those of us who worked with him and knew him recog- 
nized all that he did for this community. He was an exceptional man, one whose at- 
titude and concern for people will be truly missed.

Report of the Principal of the High School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

As Acting Principal of the High School, I am pleased to submit the Annual Report 
for 1984. The end of the 1984 school year saw several changes in personnel and administra- 
tion. The most significant of these was the resignation of the Principal, William E. Far- 
rell. Mr. Farrell, who left to assume a position as Principal of Wellesley High School, 
had been instrumental during his tenure in bringing about many improvements in the 
educational practices of the High School. His leadership, friendship, and contributions 
to the High School earned Bill the respect of his colleagues and the students; and his 
presence is missed. Other faculty members who resigned in 1984 were: Daniel Ryan, 
Stephen Liponis, Janice Williams, John Crowe, and Curtis Sawyer. The loss of these 
dedicated and experienced educators was felt by everyone involved with the High School 
and we, once again, extend our gratitude to all of them for their years of commitment 
to the students of the High School. 

Effective August 1, 1984, I was appointed as Acting Principal for the present school 
year. This designation necessitated that there be an Acting Assistant Principal in my 
former role. Mr. John Barry, who joined the High School administration in October, 
1983 as Administrative Assistant, was named to that position. Mr. Barry has taken over 
the primary responsibility of the coordination of the instructional program and staff, 
a task he has carried out with the utmost efficiency and effectiveness. 

The High School was fortunate in the summer interviewing process to obtain ex- 
cellent teachers for staff positions. New to the High School this year are:. Judith Weyand, 
Art (Boston University); Denise Robertson, Math/Computers (Boston State College); 
Ronald Abate, Science (Pennsylvania State University); Jane Cartier, Guidance (Boston 
State College); Arthur Illsley, Math/Social Studies (Bridgewater State College); and 
Richard Meier, Math, who transferred from the Middle School. A provisional Social 
Studies position was filled by Allen Smith, a graduate of Bridgewater State College. 
In the fall; two new Chapter I aides were hired, Donna Dunn and Margaret Fitzgerald. 
The Special Education program also saw the fall resignation of aide, Martha Redgate. 
With the appointment of Mr. Barry as Acting Assistant Principal, the position of Act- 
ing Administrative Assistant became open. After a screening process, Mr. Gerard 
Linehan, a graduate of Boston State College and Harvard University, and with prior 
experience as an Assistant Principal, was appointed to this position, in charge of discipline. 
I am grateful to all of our new staff for the way in which they have come to share our 
educational philosophy and become an integral part of a cooperative and hardworking 
faculty. I am especially appreciative of the outstanding job being done by Mr. Barry 
and Mr. Linehan as we develop a new administrative team. 
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This past year saw the introduction of mid-year and final examinations at the High 
School. This traditional method of testing achievement has already begun to strengthen 
our academic programs as students learn to study for long-term retention and teachers 
evaluate their instruction by examination results. It is the present priority of the High 
School to focus our attention on the improvement of the instructional program through 
self-monitoring and curriculum evaluation. 

While this past year has been a very active one, it was also very productive. The 
contributions of faculty members such as George McCabe, Coordinator of Student Ac- 
tivities, must be noted. Mr. McCabe, the Student Senate, and the Key Club members 
organize many of the successful events which take place each year, such as the Blood- 
mobile, the pancake breakfast, the Halloween Party, and the delivery of Thanksgiving 
dinners to shut-ins. Also, the untiring efforts of Miss Judith Kraemer, as Athletic Director, 
make the myriad activities of our sports program possible. The East Bridgewater Athletic 
Program was highlighted in 1984 by the championship seasons of the Boys’ Track, 
Baseball and Girls’ Soccer teams. 

Appreciation must also be extended to Mr. Daniel Lasdow, Director of Music, for 
the quality of the music program at the High School. Many hours of untiring effort 
go into the instruction and rehearsal of our Marching Band, Concert Band and Show 
Choir as well as the daily instructional program. 

The co-curricular activities of the High School continue to be a source of pride to 
the school and community and an opportunity for excellence on the part of our students. 

During 1984, Mr. Ronald Olson assumed the Head Custodian position at the High 
School. Mr. Olson has been very diligent and conscientious in ensuring a high standard 
of maintenance. The care of the building given by students and faculty, as well as by 
the custodians, should be duly noted by the community. 

During the fall of 1984, letters of resignation were received from four faculty 
members indicating their intent to retire from their positions effective June, 1985. The 
expertise which these teachers, Sheila Gibbons, Thomas Lovett, Eileen Silva, and Sara 
Weintraub have brought to their classrooms will be difficult to replace. These excellent 
teachers will be greatly missed by students and colleagues. 

A notice of intent to retire at the conclusion of the present School year has also 
been submitted by High School secretary, Mrs. Barbara Benson. Mrs. Benson is held 
in high esteem by all who have worked with her during her twenty years of service. 

Highlights of the 1984 year were: 


—Re-institution of the Freshmen football team to compete in the newly created South 
Shore League Freshmen Program. 

—Successful Homecoming 1983, with Miss Cindy Soell selected as Homecoming Queen. 

—Commendations in the 1984 National Merit Scholarship Program were received by 
Stephen Andrews, Christopher Beaudette, Peter Brooks and Richard Julian. 

—Postural screening for all Grade 9 students conducted in the month of November. 

—A Verbal SAT review course taught by Mr. Patrick Cronin in five two and one-half 
hour sessions was sponsored by the Student Senate. 

—Acceptance of four students—Kevin Dumas, Timothy Sainsbury, Becky Roberts 
and Brad MacPherson to the Boston University School of Visual Arts Saturday 
program. 

—Science Research Associates Achievement tests administered to Grades 9 and 12 
in November. 

—Kolleen Reardon selected to attend the Mass. Leadership Seminar sponsored by the 
Hugh O’Brian Youth Foundation. 

—Ralph Mosher selected as the winner of the Jewish War Veterans, “Classmates 
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Today—Neighbors Tomorrow’’ Award and the DAR Good Citizen Award. 

—New computerized format report cards issued to all students. 

—Student Government Day in Boston, coordinated by Mr. Louis Sault, with Tracey 
Wolfe elected as student delegate. 

—Viking Band placed second in Division III of the N.E.S.B.A. marching band 
competition. 

—Annual Financial Aid Night held on January 5, 1984, with the Director of Finan- 
cial Aid for Bridgewater State College, Mr. Philip Conroy, presenting information. 

—Six students won a total of ten awards in the Boston Globe Scholastic Art competi- 
tion: Joseph Duhamel, Pamela Bruni, Sarah Clark, George Feroli, Barry Julius 
and Timothy Sainsbury. Blue ribbons were awarded to George Feroli and Joseph 
Duhamel. 

—A total of 387 students in Grades 9, 10 and 11 were re-tested in the Basic Skills 
areas of Reading, Mathematics and Writing. 

—An outstanding spring musical production of ‘‘Hello Dolly’’ was presented by the 
Drama Club under the direction of Mrs. Sara Weintraub. 

—Attending the New England Junior Science and Humanities Symposium at the 
University of Massachusetts with faculty member, Mrs. Leanna Russell, were 
students Tracy Fay, David Giordano and Robert Wilbur. 

—John Crowe, High School Art teacher, was awarded a grant by NEA/Kodak for 
a project based on ‘‘Cameras in the Curriculum.”’ The project proposed by Mr. 
Crowe, ‘‘Community Outreach/Hallmark Nursing Home,”’ allowed students to 
create portraits of nursing home residents for camera studies. This project culminated 
in an exhibit and reception at the Hallmark Nursing Home.

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Report of the Director of Athletics 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I hereby submit my report for the year 1984. 

I am happy to report that 1984 was one of the most successful years in recent history 
in terms of athletic achievement by teams as well as by individuals at East Bridgewater 
High School. Championship trophies were earned by the baseball, boys’ track and girls’ 
soccer teams, several track records were broken and 20 athletes were named to South 
Shore League All-Star teams. 

The baseball team had its most successful season in many years. The varsity team 
won the Small School Division Championship with an overall record of 14-4 and held 
the best record in the South Shore League. Five members of the team were named to 
the South Shore League All-Star team: Bob Boucher, Jack Kaiser, Eamon Kingman, 
Ken Smith and John Willis. Ken Smith was also selected as the outstanding player in 
the league and was its representative in the Massachusetts Schoolboy All-Star Game. 
Ken was also named as a Division III All-Scholastic player by the Boston Globe. 

The boys’ track team was named the Small School Division Champions with a 6-0 
record within the division and a 10-2 overall record. Individual records were set by Joe 
O’Kelly, who was undefeated in the shot put in the league; Joe O’Kelly, Jim Madden 
and George Feroli, who set relay records in the shot put; and Jim Morey, Bob Weir, 
Bob Wilbur and Tom Yackevicz in the 120 high hurdle relay.

Band and choral clinics were held, providing contact with professional musicians 
and college and university faculty from the area. 

Mr. Dick DiCenso of Quincy, professional drummer and percussion instructor, 
presented a clinic for our band students. 

Dr. Maxine Asselin of Bridgewater State College once again gave her time and talents 
to our choral students. These one-day workshops give our students intensive, in-depth 
musical experiences with recognized authorities in the field of music performance and 
music education. 

We have continued our participation in the Youth Concert program at Symphony 
Hall, Boston. Students in Grades 5-12 can attend performances by the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra especially designed for the high school or the middle school age level. This 
is a marvelous opportunity to hear one of the world’s great orchestras at a minimal cost. 
We have participated in this program since 1973 and have given this opportunity to many 
East Bridgewater students. Mrs. Joan Leland continues as Youth Concert Chairperson 
assisted by Mrs. Lois Turner, Elementary Concert Coordinator.

The Music Theory course has been re-established at the High School as a half year 
program, and a new course entitled Music Listening and Literature has been added as 
a half year course. 

The Viking Band had a very successful fall competition season and presently holds 
the titles of Massachusetts State Parade Champion and New England Parade Cham- 
pion for its division. The Band received a gold medal and 2nd place at the N.E.S.B.A. 
finals competition in Malden. 

The Viking Band performed in the Jimmy Fund Parade, Memorial Day and Veterans’ 
Day Parades and Little League and Soccer Parades. 

The Band and Color Guard performed at the Olde Tyme Fall Festival sponsored 
by the Music Parents Association and Viking Sports Parents. 

Eight students performed with the N.E.S.B.A. Honors Band at the St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade in New York City. 

The High School Concert Choir performed at the American Choral Directors 
Association Choral Festival in Natick. 
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Trumpeters Corinne Putt, David Edwards and Derrick Wood performed the Na- 
tional Anthem for the flagpole dedication at the Hallmark Nursing Home. 

High School musicians, Corinne Putt, Eric Lombardi and William McGrath par- 
ticipated in the funeral services for Charles Thomas. 

The Music Parents Association sponsored the 6th Annual Band Competition at 
Memorial Field. Fifteen bands from throughout New England participated. 

The High School presented the production of HELLO DOLLY under the musical 
direction of Mrs. Wilcox. Fourteen band students participated in the Show Orchestra. 

Spring and winter concerts were presented by all schools. 

The Jazz Band and Show Choir performed at the annual Pops Concert with a special 
concert especially for Senior Citizens. 

The Arts Lottery Council has granted the Music Department $1,000 toward the pur- 
chase of amplification equipment for the High School Jazz Band and Show Choir. 

The Winter Guard participated in the N.E.S.B.A. competition schedule. The Music 
Parents Association sponsored a Winter Color Guard contest at the High School. 

The Middle School Gold Band participated in an exchange concert program with 
Littleton, Massachusetts. 

The music program in the schools of East Bridgewater is active and alive with op- 
portunities for students at all grade levels. Music is a fundamental part of the total educa- 
tion program in the East Bridgewater schools, as it rightly should be. It is the aim of 
our program to continue to offer educational experiences which bring out the undiscovered 
talents in our students and to strive for excellence in every aspect of our program.

I hereby submit my report for the year 1984. 

Participation in the lunch, brunch and a la carte programs has increased over the 
past year, enabling us to offer high quality meals to students at the moderate price of 
75¢,. Approximately 1500 student lunches and 80 breakfasts are being served daily within 
the three schools. 

Various a la carte items are also available during lunch time at the Middle and High 
Schools. These include fruit, fruit juices, pastries, milk, milk shakes, and ice cream. 

Appreciation Day is held once each month. When students purchase a lunch on 
this day, they receive a ticket for a free lunch of their choice, redeemable within the month. 

The Middle School continues to offer lunches to the elderly every Thursday, with 
a participation rate of approximately 65 per week. The charge for these lunches remains 
at S5S0¢. 

Bids for the year were awarded to the following companies: John J. Nissen Baking 
Company, Bachman Snacks, Drake Bakeries, McIntire Dairy Inc., Peggy Lawton Kit- 
chen Inc., W.C. Bonner, and Al Feldman, Jobber Independent. 

This past year, two of our staff members retired. Mrs. George Wood, a cook-baker 
at the Central School for twenty-six years, retired in March. Mrs. Ralph Davidson, who 
served as cafeteria manager at the Intermediate and Central Schools for twenty-five years, 
retired in June. These individuals served the students of East Bridgewater with dedica- 
tion over a period of many years and should be commended for their efforts.

Groundwork for Adult Education is in its infancy, but I hope it will continue to 
develop with tremendous enthusiasm. 

The number of registrations in the Evening Practical Arts program to date totals
